Tho Earth is Not Getting Crowded.
In a recent report of tho German Statisti-

cal Bureau, tho Director espressos tho opin-

ion that population has not overcrowded any
part of tho empire, and that its resources,
properly husbanded, aro adoouato to tho
support ot an enormous addition to Ger-

many's 45,000,000 people. It U lnaccurnto to
say that any part of Europe is ovorpopu-lato- d.

When tho most of Gorranny wasn
succession of barren plains, and a largo part
of Holland was under water, thoso countries
could havo supported only a small part of
tho people who now inhabit thora. It would
havo been a oaso, howovcr, not of csces3lvo
population, butof almost wholly undeveloped
rosourcos. So long as human Ingenuity can
add to tho productiveness of a country It
should not bo called ovorpopulatod.

Mr. Cadell ot tho Geological Burvoy of
Scotland has recently shown that while tho
British publlo complain of overpopulation,
and look with favor upon schemes of State-aide- d

emigration, a vast deal con yetbodono
to enrich soils, reclaim waste lands, develop
nnvr InrlntttriAfl ftnfl tmnrnvn motltnrfa nt
husbandry, all of which would add greatly
to tho resources of their Httlo corner of tho
globe and enlarge Its capacity for support-
ing Its teeming population in comfort. The
Dutch aro still reclaiming from tho sea an
avorage of 2,500 acres a year, and Holland's
resources aro moro than keeping pace with
Its Increase, of population. Though thoro
are 813 peoplo to the square mile, tho Dutch
live In comfort and fow emigrate.

China proper has only a littlo over one-thir- d

of our area, though her population Is
six times as great ns ours; and yet, though
tho industrial knowlodgo of tho Chineso la In
many respects extremely primitive, China Is
far from being ovorpopulatod. Tho Chinese
treat tholr Holds llko gardens, gather fertiliz-
ers from ovory conceivnblo sourco, sow
their grain in furrows, and hoc it as wo do
corn, wasting nothing In the processes of sow-

ing and harvesting. Give tho Chineso mod-

ern agricultural implements, enlarge their
scientific and technical knowlodgo, and with
their consummate painstaking a BtlU greater
population may Ilvo within tholr bordors.

It gives us n vivid soiiso ot tho grandeur ot
our own country whon wo rolloct that wo
havo as yet merely scratched tho surface of
Its Inexhaustible, resources, and that hun-
dreds of millions muy live hero in comfort.

cuses. Thoy wero run Blowly. For oil tho
grandeur of tho past. It Is our opinion thatlf
Boston or Eclipso wero to como upon our
tracks to-da- y thoy would havo to nccopt
rank in tho second or third class. Our horses
now aro hotter, In spltoof tho custom of run-
ning thorn on tho tracks nt an ago when in
years back they would havo boon still run-
ning In tho fields.

Or, worst of nil,
the cruel, hateful, elevated
trains, plunging through our brains every
threo minutes of tho dny and night sloonlng,
waking, slek. or woll toaring through our

streets with " nnd "
liko a thousand rockets, and their rasping
squoak of wheols nt stoppings.

Tho musicians hurt no ono and benefit many.
Thero is nn absurd ldoa afloat, I know, that

street musio Is necossarlly bad devoid ot time
and tune and disngroeablo to tho our. But tho
notion Is not shnrod by nil.

Tho fact Is, not ono titroot organ Is ten Is a
bad sounding instrument. All nro notlccnbly
correct In tlmo, almost all in tune, and tho har-
mony is ploaslng. Tho street bnnd, both string
nnd brass, is ofton oxceptionally good in all
these points. Tlio worst tJdng of which thoy
enn he accunod ii lack of " soul" or "expres-
sion." But they play, for tho most part, pieces
that can bettor dlBpenso with this than tho
other requisites, bo horribly ovorlookod by
many of our "soulful" folk.

If somo of onrDiirlor musicians had a Httlo
less "soul bungling" and a little more of tho
stroot organ'H correctness of timo and noto,
thoy would havo more friends for thomsoUos
und "thnt horrid piano" than thoy have now.

Thoy keep us up in all tho current rauslo of
tho day whloh does not como. you. romombor,
llko tho popular tiovul and of which without
thora many of us would have no knowlodgo
ever. How many of us without them would

not to spook of thoso delicious littlo airs fromthe comlo operas which so delight our ears inhoaringnnd memories In recalling?
